NASSAU, Bahamas, Oct. 19.— 
(?)\—Harold George Christie, the 
house guest who discovered aged 
Sir Harry Oakes’ burned and beat- 
en body last July, swore today he 
knew nothing of the murder until 
he went to awaken the gold min- 
ing tycoon for breakfast. 

He denied that he left the 
Oakes estate, Westbourne, during 
the night. 

Handsome Alfred de Marigny, 
Sir Harry’s son-in-law who is on 
trial for the murder, smiled and 
nodded his head occasionally as 
Chief Defense Counsel Godfrey 
Higgs subjected the witness to a 
stern cross-examination. 

“You knew nothing of events 
until you entered Sir Harry’s 
room and found his body?” Higgs 
inquired. 

“TI knew nothing,” came back 
Christie in a clear, calm voice. 

The real estate dealer was just 
as emphatic in his reply to a sug- 
gestion that he might have left 
the estate during the night. 

“I did not leave Westbourne 
any time that night,” Christie de- 
clared. 

“What would you say if Cap- 
tain Sears said he saw you out 
that night?” 

“T would say he was very se- 
riously mistaken and should be 
more careful of his observations.”

Smuts Booms 
Yanks To Lead 


N ew Invasion 


LONDON, Oct. 19.—()—Allied 
forces will make advances in 
southeastern Europe this year, and 
next year will make an all-out 
assault on continental Europe 
with United States troops playing 
a leading ar.d decisive part, Field 
Marshal Jan Christiaan Smuts 
prophesied ay.

also be the best justification for 
the all-important part the United 
States is likely to play in the 
peace and the building up of a 
new world thereafter,” Marshal 
Smuts, prime minister of the Un- 
ion of South Africa, declared in 
a commentary on the progress of 
the war delivered in London’s 
bomb-scarred Guildhall. 

“While every ally will go all 
out to bring about the final cli- 
max, the U. S. A.—latest, freshest 


and most potent newcomer in the 
field—may have to play a decisive 
part in the concluding act of the 
great war drama,” he said. 

Before the end of this year “we 
may confidently reckon on still 
further advances, especially in 
southern and southeastern Eu- 
rope,” said the 73-year-old, still- 
vigorous statesman. 

“By the coming winter,” Smuts 
continued, “we shall have closed 
in upon Hitler’s central fortress 
of Europe and be making our dis- 
positions for a grand assault by all 
arms next year. 

“That assault will be our first 
priority and while it goes on we 
shall be increasing our pressure 
in the Far East and taking all 
preparatory steps for the assault 
upon Japan, which is our second 
priority.” 

Hitler’s fall probably will fa- 
cilitate and hasten the fall of Ja- 
pan and perhaps the beginning of 
“a cataclysmic turn of events in 
the Far East” which will bring an 
early ending of the war, he added. 

“In the assault upon Hitler’s 
Europe next year the U. S. A. un- 
doubtedly will take a leading part, 
perhaps the leading part,” Smuts 
said.

Into Mountains, 
Lose 8 Towns

mauled in six days of heavy at- 
tacks by American and British 
troops, the German army guard- 
ing the gateways to Rome fell 
back on new mountain positions 
today under fresh onslaughts by 
Lieutenant General Mark W. 
Clark’s Fifth Army after surren- 
dering eight more Italian towns 
and villages. 

The enemy, shorn of air sup- 
port, fled from his last positions 
overlooking the lower Volturno 
river when American forces rip- 
ped a yawning breach in Nazi de- 
fenses 30 miles inland from the 
Mediterranean coast, where the 
Volturno swings in a northwest- 
erly direction. 

The bloody and furiously fought 
battle of the Volturno, as such, 
ended when American troops ram- 
med their way from three to five 
miles through the Germans’ strong 
mountain defenses to seize five 
towns in twin thrusts on either 
side of the upper Volturno. These 
villages, taken in bitter, hard-won 
infantry advances, were. Gioia, 
Liberi, Faicchio, Pontelatone and 
Alvignano. 

“These gains on the mountain 
heights are where they count,” 
said an Allied military spokes- 
man. “If the mountains are taken 


the Germans will be forced to 
abandon the lowlands along the 


' coast.” 


Feeling Pressure. 

That the enemy already was 
feeling this pressure was indicated 
in an announcement that British 
amphibious forces which landed 
near the mouth of the Volturno 
last week had captured the town 
of Bressa, near, the coast just 
north of the river. a 

The end of the Volturno battle 
coincided with fresh gains by 
General Sir Bernard L. Mont- 
gomery’s Eighth Army on the cen- 
tral and Adriatic sectors of the 
fighting line’ and the first heavy 
blow by Italy-based American 
bombers and fighters at the key 
Yugoslav communication center of 


’ Skoplje, on the only rail line be- 


tween Belgrade and Athens. 

Some of the day’s hardest fight- 
ing devéloped in the Eighth 
Army’s capture of Santo Stefano 
after a four-mile advance. The 
Germans counterattacked furious- 
ly time and again, but were repell- 
ed by Montgomery’s’ veterans. 
Possession of Montecilfone, near 
the Adriatic coast, was firmly se- 
cured after a day of hard street 
fighting. 

Fresh Flank Threat. 

Striking with a speed and pre- 
cision that caught the German 
antiaircraft defenses flatfooted, 
Mitchell medium bombers and 
Lightning fighters left in smoking 
ruins the railroad yards at Skoplje, 
through which the enemy must 
funnel the bulk of his heavy mili- 
tary traffic Greece, both through 
the Vardar valley to Salonika and 
through Monastir Gap into central 
Greece.

MORMUGAO, Portuguese India, 
Oct. 19.— (4) —Joyfully, 1,500 
Americans and nationals of other 
western lands who had been de- 
tained by the Japanese, boarded 
the exchange liner Gripsholm to- 
day, ate hearty American meals 
and settled down for the jour- 
ney home after being exchanged 
for a shipload of Japanese. 


They had been brought here on 
the Japanese ship Teia Maru after 
many months of internment or 
rigid surveillance. 

Among them were scores of 
nuns and priests who, ironically, 
plan to visit the tomb in ancient 
Goa of St. Francis Xavier, who 
introduced Christianity into Japan 
in the 16th century, before the 
Gripsholm sails. 

American officials said the ship 
probably would sail Thursday. 

The Japanese filed quietly onto 
the Teia Maru as the other ~x- 
changees cheered, joked, wise- 
cracked and cried “free at last!” 
The actual exchange took only 80 
minutes.

LONDON, Oct. 19.—(4)—Adolf 
Hitler today held his second grand 
strategy parley in two weeks, pre- 
sumably to explore avenues of es- 
cape from the consequences of to- 
tal defeat, as representatives of 
| Germany’s three strongest enemies 
| gathered in Moscow to plot the 
liquidation of his empire. 

A communique from the Nazi 
Fuehrer’s headquarters announced 
that, Hitler and other speakers 
who were not identified addressed 
a meeting of the highest political 


and military authorities of Ger- 
many called together by the chief 
of the high command of the armed 
forces, Field Marshal General 
Wilhelm Keitel. 

The character of the meeting 
suggested that all the Reich’s serv- 
ice chiefs were engaged in a com- 
plete overhauling of German 
strategy to meet the multiple 
threat posed by the Russian sum- 
mer offensive, the Allied invasion 
of Italy. the still mounting Allied 
air attack from the west and the 
changing attitude of neutrals as 
reflected in Portugal’s release of 
its Azores bases to the British and 
Spain’s new neutrality.

Want U.S. To Pay for Bond Ads 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—(P)— 
An overwhelming majority of the 
editors and publishers of the na- 
tion’s small daily and weekly 
newspapers think the government 
should pay for war bond adver- 
tising, Albert’S. Hardy, of Gaines- 


ville, Ga., president of the Na- 
tional Editorial 
the. Senate Banking 
today. 

Testifying in support of the bill 
by Senator Bankhead, Democrat, 
Alabama, authorizing up to $30,- 
000,000 annually in Treasury bond 
advertising in newspapers, Hardy 
Said a questionnaire survey by 
his association showed 94 per cent 
favored the legislation. 

To the question: “Do you think 
the government should pay for 
bond - advertising?” Hardy said 
2,545 papers replied “es and 
155 said “No.” 

Approximately 87 per cent of 
those answering the questionnaire 
stated they did not consider paid 
advertising would be a subsidy, 
or that it would have any effect 
on editorial policies. 


5,000 Papers, 


Hardy said the NEA represent- 
ed some 5,000 newspapers, princi- 
pally weeklies and semi-weeklies, 
but including some dailies. Forty 
State press associations also have 
indorsed the Bankhead bill, he 
asserted. 

Discussing opposition to the bill 
from the Treasury and some pub- 
lishers, Hardy said: 

“The motivating force back of 
the government agencies’ attacks 
stems from their almost fanatical 
cesire to maintain the status quo 
in the widespread free publicity 
program. 

“The fact the government pays 
for every other service or com- 
modity in the war effort... is 
dchberately overlooked in the 
protests of officialdom. 

“Newspaper publisners and edi- 
tors are individualists. They can- 
not be regimented. The over- 
whelming -percentages listed (in 
the questionnaire) represent the 
nearest approach to a meeting of 
minds as to the proper course to 
pursue.” 

Senator Bankhead declared that 
the Treasury Department is “try- 
ing to ride a free horse te death.” 

“The Secretary of the Treasury 
epparently feels that the news- 
papers will donate advertising 
space to the bond sales drives, so 
why pay for it?” Bankhead said.

LONDON, Oct. 19.—(4)—Prime 
Minister Churchill adopted a 
hands-off attitude today on public 
discussion of*eriticisms of Britain 
made recently by touring United 
States senators, and told commons 
that he thought other ministers 
of the crown would do likewise. 

Churchill said he saw no advan- 
tage in the government taking 
part in “this wordy warfare,” and, 
when asked whether the decision 
would apply to other ministers 
who have been commenting on 
statements attributed to the sens 
ators, replied: 

“I think the practice followed 
by the ministers will probably be 
guided by the answer that I have 
given.” 

Prepared Statement. 


The prime minister disclosed 
that he had prepared a full state- 
ment of the facts in the contro- 
versy which would be kept in the 
commons record. He added that 
publication would only be made 
“if it should be expedient.” 

Churchill said in answer to a 
question by Captain Peter Mac- 
Donald, Conservative member of 
commons, that the senators’ re- 
port was made to congress in Se- 
cret session and “I am therefore 
neither fully nor accurately ac- 
quainted with its nature. A sum- 
mary of 10 conclusions reached 
by the senators has been printed 
in the record of the United States 
senate.” 

He added that the conclusions 
“bring no charges of the kind re- 
ferred to” in MacDonald’s ques- 
tion. MacDonald had asked 
Churchill if his attention had been 
called to “specific charges of un- 
fair action and bad faith made 
against the British in their report 
to congress by the senators . 
and whether to avoid a diffusion 
of ill-will he will place on record 
the British view of the facts.”

GTON, Oct. 19.—Sen-

nearly three hours at the White 
House today giving President 
Roosevelt a first-hand report on 
his observations.

fronted with a fresh threat to their 
flank. 

One American force drove 
through the town of Alvignano, 
7% miles above the Volturno 
northeast of Capua. This thrust 
came along a road which a few 
miles farther north swings west- 
ward and makes a junction with 
one of the main Naples-Rome high- 
ways—via Casalina—at a point 14 
miles north of Capua. 

Another American unit seized 
Gioia, on the east side of the up- 
per Volturno, seven miles north- 
east of Alvignano and an equal 
distance north of Amorosi. The 
road along which this column is 
advancing also swings toward the 
coast and joins the main highway 
to Rome 17 miles north of Capua. 

Despite their stubborn with- 
drawals of recent days, the Ger- 
mans still possess a strong defense 
line in the rugged mountainous 
area extending from the 2,500- 
foot heights of Massico ridge, 
which is only three miles north 
of British positions near the west 


coast, 
Another Mountain. 

Behind that line the Nazis have 
the line of the Garigliano river, 
which reaches the sea 16 1-2 miles 
north of the Volturno’s mouth. 
And behind that is another moun- 
tain chain whose peaks rise to 
over 7,000 feet. 

The @llied advance thus is ex- 
pected to be slow and difficult in 
coming weeks, partly due to the 
‘increasing rains. 

Dispatches from the Fifth Army 
singled out American-Japanese 
troops from Hawaii as having 
given “an excellent account of 
themelves in the recent fighting.” 
General Eisenhower at headquar- 
ters paid a solemn tribute to Al- 
lied infantry forces in general— 
“the footsloggers”—for their great 
fighting in the Mediterranean 
theater. ' 

“The accomplishments of this

promised increases over the pre- 
vious 12 months’ period may be 
exceeded, due primarily to im- 
proved shipping conditions. The 
commitments do not cover all that 
the Russians asked, which was 
considerable, but represent a com- 
promise satisfactory to all parties 
between the requests and Allied 
ability to meet them. 

The Russians likewise made 
substantial promises to furnish 
reverse lend-lease in the form of 
raw materials, such as manganese 
and critical ores. Russia’s share 
will be much greater than here- 
tofore since her lend-lease output 
in past has been limited largely 
to the servicing of Allied ships in 
Russian ports. 

The creation of the military. 
commission was not formally an- 
nounced but disclosure resulted 
from the fact that Major General 
John R. Deane, chief of the mis- 
sion, accompanied Secretary Hull 
to Moscow and his name was. in- 
cluded in the list of those making 
the trip. In addition to Deane, 
Brigadier General Sidney Spald- 
ing has been assigned to serve, 
with him as supply officer. 

These two replace, although in 
a different organizational set-up, 
Brigadier General Joseph A. Mi- 
chela, military attache, and Brig- 
adier General Philip R. Faymon- 
ville, lend-lease officer, who have 
been recalled.

Under Harriman. 

General Deane will serve under |

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This Is Unseemly 

The current squabble between city and 
county authorities over division of costs for 
maintenance of the sewer system is blatantly 
childish and utterly unseemly. Instead of 
resorting to breaking sewer connections, and 
the inevitable result of court action, the two 
governments should refer the issue involved to 
competent arbitrators and agree in advance to 
abide by their decision. 

According to reports, the thing boils down 
to the difference between 30 per cent of mainte- 
nance cost, which the county is said to have 
offered to pay, and one-third of said cost, 
which the city is alleged to insist upon. 


Such a difference is plginly a question for 
adjudication by competent assessors, account- 
ants and contract lawyers. Certainly it cannot 
be settled by arbitrary stoppage of an essential 
public utility. 

If ever metropolitan Atlanta is to progress 
to the great and beautiful city which she can 
become, it will be through the most perfect 
co-operation of all authorities in the area. 
Such events as the war of the sewers can only 
damage the city, both as to its future develop- 
ment as well as to its present repute. 


As such things go, it will be a rare distinc- 
tion being shot at by mistake for a moose in 
an autumn when ammunition is scarce. 


‘They Know Not What They Do’ 

The house of representatives, at Washing- 
ton, passed the Fullbright resolution, calling 
for postwar alliance with other free nations 
for the enforcement of world peace, by over- 
whelming majority. 

The Connally resolution, on postwar foreign 
policy, similar to the Fullbright measure though 
perhaps not so unequivocally worded, is pend- 
ing in the senate. 


As the time for senate discussion of the 


issue draws near, anti-British elements, in and 
out of congress, are striving to sow discord and 
to create distrust between the two great Eng- 
lish-speaking allies of this global war. 

There are, of course, congenital, professional 
haters of all things British. These we have 
with us always. There are, too, the remnants 
of that discredited group known as isolation- 
ists before Pearl Harbor. These are those who 
would have the United States bury an ostrich 
head in the sand of ignorance, even though 
the body of the bird was thereby slain and 
left to the buzzards of aggressor nations to 
consume. 

Now, it seems, the congenital British haters 
and the incorrigible isolationists are joining 
forces to oppose any senate commitment to a 
foreign policy of co-opera#ion with Britain 
after the war. Fortunately these combined 
forces are not, numerically, strong. In a poll 
of the senate made this week the Associated 
Press found only six senators unalterably 
opposed to the Connally resolution. 

The names of those six should be remem- 
bered in event their blindness should con- 
tribute to another world war, as the blindness 
of the little group which hamstrung United 
States participation in the League of Nations, 
contributed to this one. 

The six are Wheeler, of Montana; Smith, of 
South Carolina; Reynolds, of North Carolina; 
Willis, of Indiana; Johnson, of California, and 
La Follette, of Wisconsin. 3 

Those who create distrust between Britain 
and the United States are directly serving the 
cause of future war, instead of aiding in crea- 
tion of a world of lasting peace. 

For, today, the United States and Britain 
are more closely allied than any other two 
nations have ever been, in war or in peace. 
They are fighting as one, sacrificing as one, 
holding the same high objectives. 

If these two great powers, alike in racial 
Origins, alike in language, alike in traditions 
and in public character, cannot find firm basis 
for collaboration, after the war, for mainte- 
nance of the peace and the general good of 
mankind, then we might as well abandon hope 
for any effective co-operation betwee any 
nations on earth. 

Thus, 
British should succeed in disrupting the hopes 
of postwar alliance between the two English- 
speaking powers, they would at the same time 
destroy all possibility of a world alliance for

peace and would doom mankind to a future of 

blood and agony and eventual decimation. 
Surely, of these, the kindest words that can 

be spoken are, “they know not what they do.”

‘. New Hope for All 
Reports from Tattnall prison, telling of 
the first visit-there by Wiley Moore, Georgia’s 
new director of corrections, indicate the dawn 
of a new hope for everyone concerned. And, 


_by “everyone concerned,” is meant every prison 


inmate, every prison official and every citizen 
of Georgia. 


Director Moore outlined the program of in- 
dustrial and agricultural activity he envisions 
for the prison. It may take time to institute 
the various activities he seeks, because of war 
priorities and other difficulties. But it is a 
constructive, an intelligent and a sane program 
which, undoubtedly, will be put into effect with 
as little delay as possible. 


Further, the director spoke of opportunities 
of rehabilitation for all prisoners, rehabilita- 
tion including not only training in ability to 
earn honest livelihood, but training in those 
character and moral assets which are essential 
to good citizenship. 


Some of the guards and officials in Geor-_ 


gia’s prison system are unsuited to their jobs. 
These will have to go. The entire atmosphere 
of the system, which has been one of punish- 
ment and physical control alone, will have to 
be changed. The golden rule will have to replace 
the rule of the whip and the solitary cell as 
the symbol of prison administration. 


Such a change cannot be effected overnight. 
But, on the groundwork of the new laws enact- 
ed by the recent special sessien of the legisla- 
ture, with the plans described by Director 
Moore in his -talks to.prisoners and guards, 
there is new hope for all. 


It is possible that the most recalcitrant 
member of the prison “eight ball squad” can 
be made over into a man worthy of freedom 
and the good esteem of his neighbors. That 
is the goal which will be achieved, if only the 
prisoner himself will co-operate as he should. 
The prisoner, the state and all the people of 
the state have everything to gain by aiding to 
the full in creating the material and spiritual 
structure of prison administration of which 
Director Moore has given us the blueprint. 
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One is amazed to learn that a byproduct 
of the grapefruit cdnneries is used in the 
manufacture of perfume. This should in time 
do away with the old-fashioned atomizer. 


-1943.Crop Production 

Most farm crops in the United States are 
“made” by the: middle’ of October, so the 
federal government crop estimates at this 
period may be considered as accurate to a 
high degree. Due to the shortage of man- 
power on the farms it was generally believed, 
that yields this year would be so low as to 
mean a considerable shortage in all crops, but 
the report just issued discloses that while pro- 
duction of many of the principal crops fall 
short of last year’s yield, the deficiency is 
regarded as of small consequence with the 
exception of peaches and apples, the former 
being 42 per cent and the latter 50 per cent 
of normal production. 

The report said that crop production as a 
whole would be about seven per cent below 
last year’s record, but that the decline would 
be more than offset by the indicated increase 
of 12 per cent in production of livestock. 
Wheat, corn, oats, tobacco, soybean’ and sugar 
beets were in the minus column, but not at 
alarming figures; while pecans, sweet pota- 
toes, Irish potatoes, sugar cane, peanuts, dry 
edible beans and field peas show a better 
yield than last year. 

The increase of 102,605,000 bushels of Irish 
potatoes over last year’s production, and 9,324,-. 
000 extra bushels of sweet potatoes, would in- 
dicate that there should be no shortage of these 
standard food articles during the winter and 
early spring. Considering the shortage in farm 
labor, inability of farmers to obtain many 
new implements and parts, and restriction on 
gasoline, it may be said that the nation’s farm- 
ers have made a remarkable record.

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
WILLKIE LIMNS PLATFORM WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.— 


More than the usual interest 
attaches to the latest nation-wide speech of Wendell L. Willkie for 
the reason it is generally lodked, upon as setting forth the main 
planks in the platform on which he will seek the Republican 
mossenasieanes ypresidential nomination next year. 

Mr. Willkie did not dub his St. Louis 
speech a political platform. Neither did he 
formally announce his candidacy for the nomi- 
antion. But little room seems to have been 
left for doubt on either score. In it he enun- 
ciated the fundamentals of his political phi- 
losophy. 

Moreover, the inspiration of the speech 
causes it to be clearly defined as a political 
campaign document. It grew out of demands 
on the part of Missouri Republicans, including 

a, all of the principal officers of the party in the 
fe state and the Missourisxdelegation to the 1940 
bf i Republican national convention, that he answer 

—e a series of nine questions, all related to his 
Republicanism and the leading foreign and domestic questions of 
the day. 

Mr. Willkie must be stamped as a man of political courage to 
have submitted himself to.such an ordeal. It isn’t often that a 
presidential candidate is found, willing to enter into an open dis- 
cussion of the issues of the diy so far in advance of the nomi- 
nating conventions. 

On only one of the nine cote tpesmape questions did the party’s 
past nominee appear to be slightly evasive. Because dof his Demo- 
cratic lineage (Mr. Willkie was a registered Democrat up until a 
short time before he got the Republican nomination in 1940), 
Missouri Republicans were evidently not sure of his final and com- 
plete conversion to the party of Lincoln, so, among others, put this 
question to him: 

Whether he would support the nominee of the Republican con- 
vention if he himself did not get the nomination? 


AGREES, CONDITIONALLY As a cusion for his answeg, he 

cited the resolution passed by 
the Republican postwar advisory council at Mackinac Island re- 
cently, which called for “responsible participation by the United 
States in postwar co-operative organization among sovereign na- 
tions” to preserve world peace. 

“If the party,” he said, “selects as its candidate for President 
in 1944 a man whose record leaves no doubt that he is qualified 
for leadership of such a cause, I will, of course, support him.” 

He added that it was “unthinkable that the party will select‘ 
any other kind.” 

That seems to qualify Mr. Willkie’s statement sufficiently to 
leave him as the judge of the qualifications of the candidate to 
be selected by the party. He did not, it is noted, make a cate- 
gorieal reply. . 


OUTSIDE POSSIBILITY Alt of this is interesting chiefly 


ecause of an outside possibility, 
seen by some political observers, that Mr. Willkie may yet emerge 
as the running mate of President Roosevelt on the Democratic 
ticket—if he is first turned down for the nomination by the Re- 
publicans. 

Otherwise the St. Louis address was unequivocal enough. He 
discussed the issues boldly, a quality of frankness that is in marked 
contrast with the utterances of some of the other potential can- 
didates. 

The principle of international co-operation after the war holds 
a pre-eminent place in the Willkie platform. He describes it as 
the “basic issue of the day.” 

While he did not blueprint the exact character of the interna- 
tional organization to be set up, he recommended that the United 
States proceed without delay in exerting the leadership to bring 
about a point of understanding with Great Britain, Russia and 
China, “where they will make a joint declaration of intention as 
a preliminary to forming a common council of the United Nations 
and other friendly nations, and eventually of all nations.” 

That seems to be about as far as anyone needs to go on the 


subject at the moment. “4 


NEW DEAL TYPE Regarding domestic issues, Mr. Willkie 
showed himself to be pretty much of a 
New Dealer—a liberal—though he found fault enough with the 


Roosevelt administration and sought to divorce himself of any New 


Deal label. 


There was little in his speech as to principles that New Dealers 


could take exception to. 


The Willkie opposition to the New Deal 


seems to be one of method and tenure, rather ‘than fundamentals. 

His attack on Mr. Roosevelt and the present administration was 
more on this basis. To keep the Roosevelt administration in power 
for another four years, he declared, would be hazardous to the 
perpetuation of free government, since long continuance of power, 
he professed to believe, breeds within itself abuses which ultimate- 


_ly destroy a. democraic society. 


It is possible to accept the main point of Mr. Willkie’s thesis 


on this score without applying it to Mr. Roosevelt. 


He can be 


forgiven. for stating it as he did because as a candidate he could 
hardly be expected to put it otherwise, if he had any hope of sell- 
ing the American people the idea that a change in administrations 


would be advantageous.

commission appropriated $5,000, 
the largest amount of any year,

for the maintenance of the work. 
It is hoped, eventually, the appro- 
priation will be large enough to 
employ a salaried, year-around di- 
rector.

SENSE OF HUMOR A banker told me a tax story the other 


day. I always found bankers to have 
a sense of humor. They are not always the cold, emotionless persons 
they are pictured. I recall, as a young political reporter, accom- 
panying the late Gus Fitzhugh, of Memphis, Tenn., in a Demo 
cratic primary campaign against the incumbent, 

Senator K. D. McKellar. 

Gus Fitzhugh was a very wealthy man. His 
campaign was badly run even though he spent 
an enormous sum on it. He was wealthy, so 
his advisers told him to be a little critical of 
bankers before rural audiences. He used to tell 
that old story about the banker who had a 
glass eye which was so perfect he had become 
rather vain about it. 

Gus Fitzhugh would tell this story at every 
speaking. “There was a man who came in to 
get a note accepted,” Fitzhugh would say, “and 
it was touch and go. At last the. banker said, 
‘My friend, I have a glass eye. If you can tell 
Which one it is I will okay your note. The 
man hesitated only a moment. ‘The left eye,’ 
he said. The banker was astounded. ‘You are 
right,’ he said, ‘but you astonish me. How did 

you know?’ ‘Because,’ said the btn aaa Ty ‘I thought I 
detected in it a little gleam of human kindness.’ ”’ 

Gus Fitzhugh never told this very well and he almost never got 
any laughs. I used to dread that joke because he took so long and 
labored so much with it. 

I think I began to like bankers then and there. 
disliked me very much, as did his charming wife. I was writing 
against him and I was writing Tennessee politics. That is to say, I 
Was pouring it on and making him look as bad as I could when 
there were the facts to sustain me. It was tough, because we were 
traveling on “accommodation” trains and driving a little over bad 
roads and had to be together most of the time. We stayed at little 
country hotels and at the early breakfasts it was necessary for us 
all to eat at the same table. 

I would sit there with Gus Fitzhugh and Mrs. Fitzhugh and 
their managers. I had to eat. They never spoke f6 me, except 
occasionally the candidate would manage some wintry phrase. I 
would eat and go on the train. At speaking time he often would 
shake his finger at me, as I sat meekly at my little table, and 
denounce me as the tool of the Crump “interests.” Crump was 
backing his candidate and fellow townsman, McKellar. 

Fitzhugh didn’t tell stories well and he didn’t shake his finger 
enough, because we beat him by a majority of 97,000 votes. I guess 
all the bankers were against him. He wasn’t a bad man. He just 
got bit by the political bug, which has a strong and overpowering 
virus, and he had too much money. 

What I started out to say was that bankers tell some excellent 


stories. 

“NANETY PER CENT” The Hon. “Stick” Evans, one of the 
vice presidents of a well-known bank 

on Marietta street, was telling me the story of a frequently in- 

ebriated and illiterate old Negro who came to a bank and asked 

to borrow $100. The bank turned him down, saying he was no 

account and a bad risk. 

The old man went tearfully to the loan sharks, but even thuse 
exacters of the pound of flesh refused him. And harshly. 

He went away sadly and wandered into a revival meeting. 

“Take your troubles up with the Lord,” shouted the revivalist. 
“Tell Him your neéds.” 

So, the old fellow went home and wrote a letter. 

“Dear Lord,” he wrote, “I need a hundred dollars bad. Please 
send it to the address on this letter, and oblige.” 

The letter went to the dead letter office. Officials there thought 
it was funny. They sent it to the postmaster general and he thought 
it was funny. He sent it to Mr. Morgenthau and Mr. Morgenthau 
laughed and showed it to the \President. 

‘“Let’s send the old fellow some money,” said the President. 

So, they each put in a $5 and sent it along to the address. 

Two days later the dead letter office got another letter ad- 
dressed to the Lord.

SALES TAX All of which brings me up to a discussion of 

the sales tax. There are two objections to the 
sales tax which are valid. One is that it would be added to the 
purchase price. Thus, if added to food, it would increase the cost 
and wipe out the hard-won roll-back. This roll-back, while not 
substantial, is much more important than generally believed. It 
has not rolled prices back very far but it has rolled them back and 
it has stopped the advance. That is the important point. © Prices 
were steadily climbing until the OPA roll-back began. 

The second objection is that the burden falls heaviest on the 
poorer people who are forced to spend a larger share on necessities. 

It seems to me this difficulty might be overcome by a limited 
number of exemptions or with higher rates on luxuries. The sales 
tax will not solve the tax problem, but it will stop much of the 
spending that is being done for luxury goods*and for nonessentials. 
It is this which makes the sales tax take on an unusual attrac. 
tiveness. : 

There is a very real reason to believe that the sales tax will 
“find” much of the inflation money. I imagine those who spend 
their money only for what they must have, if given a limited num- 
ber of exemptions on essential foods, might not be hostile to a tax 
which, lacking those exemptions, would fall heaviest on them. 

At any rate, the tax deserves a thorough appraisal.

In. the woods of the far north lives a beast called the wolverine 
or glutton.

It is always hungry and hunts almost constantly to satisfy its 
gnawing appetite. No matter how much it devours at noon, it is 
frantic with the pangs of hunger before nightfall. 

Its chief characteristics, however—the evil traits that earn the 
hatred of all who know it—are its wanton destructiveness and its 
jealous, ‘deliberate hatefulness. When it has eaten all it can, or 
when it invades a hunter’s camp and devours part of the supplies, 
it deliberately tears up and befouls all that remains in order to 
make it useless to any other creature. It will devour or ruin. 

There is no other beast like it except.the German army. 

Every retreating army is destructive. Since its first concern 
is to save its men, it does everything it can to delay pursuit and 
hinder the enemy. It destroys bridges and blasts or mines roads. 
It destroys dock machinery, ships in harbor, locomotives, cars and 
tracks. It burns warehouses stored with munitions and food. It 
even destroys the water supply. And all of this is justified by 
necessity in the cruel and awful business of war. 

But the German army does not stop there. It destroys in spite 
and hatefulness. Retreating from devastated France in the last 
days of the other war, it cut down orchards and single fruit trees; 
wrecked humble homes and slashed the furniture and pictures on 

e Wall; destroyed machinery useful only in the arts of peace. 

So in: this war it destroys in spite, leaving only rubble and 
scorched earth. It kills children because they might grow up to 
defend their country. It destroys buildings and peacetime ma- 
chinery, for thus it can delay and cripple future competition. It 
destroys beauty and products of ancient culture and schools and 
churches—not for any military reason, but only to spite and hurt 
the people it cannot conquer.

Wounded FDR Jr. Aided Mate, 
Spurned Credit, Says Russell 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—(#)— 
Lieutenant Franklin D. Roosevelt 
Jr., executive officer on a United 
States warship, suffered a slight 
hand wound in action in the Medi- 


terranean recently, Senator Rus- 
sell, Democrat, Georgia, told re- 
porters today. 

“IT heard about it while abroad 
and I know it to be true,” said 
the Georgian, chairman of the 
five-man special committee which 
recently inspected world battle- 
fronts, and a luncheon guest at 
the White House today. 

Here is Russell’s account of the 
incident: 

The ship on which the Presi- 
dent’s son was serving was at- 
tacked and heavily damaged by 
the enemy. Her decks were with- 
in a foot or so of being awash. 


Other craft came to her assistance 
and she staggered into port. 

A ship filled with explosives, 
berthed near by, blew up as a re- 
sult of enemy action. Jagged 
pieces of metal screamed past the 
craft bearing Roosevelt. A chunk 
of steel cut off the leg of a sailor 
standing near the President’s son. 
Young Roosevelt helped him be- 
low deck where he was given sur- 
gical treatment. 


The surgeon, after completing 
his work on the sailor, noticed 
that the young officer’s hand bore 
a jagged cut near the base of the 
thumb. He insisted on sewing it 
up and told Roosevelt: “You can 
wear the,Purple Heart for this.” 

Russeli-said F. D. R. Ir., scoffed 
at the obserVation and said he’d 
have to suffer a worse wound than 
that to deserve wearing the medal.

er—“October 18, 1876-1943”—in

'Sarge Plunkett, by-liner for The 
Constitution .for 40 years, was a

On a night close to the date of 
Grady’s coming, the daddy of the 
chapel called the printers to the 


old center imposing stone. Cap- 


tain Howell, Major Bill Hemp- 
hill and Sam Small, with Henry 


Grady, marched in, There were 
‘speeches all around. Speeches of 


good-fellowship, of promise and 
of consecration. Right then and 
there was welded a happy family 
which survives—in spirit—to this 
day. 

Someone had sent a barrel of

the paper. The barrel was rolled 
in by old Uncle Buzz, an ex- 
slave who had belonged to Cap- 
tain Howell’s family, and who 
had refused to be freed.

Captain Howell had a gen- 
ius for picking men feom the red 
hills and the coastal plains, from 
the ‘country weeklies and from 
neighboring dailies, to enhance 
the power of the paper. 

He brought Joel Chandler Har- 
ris from Savannah, Montgomery 
Folsome from Athens and Frank 
L. Stanton from south Georgia. 
Bill Arp from Cartersville and 
Betsy Hamilton from somewhere 
in-Alabama, Sarge Wier and Pad- 
dy Moran from the composing 
room, all of whom added their 
brilliant bits to make the grand 
old paper a cherished heritage of 
the south. 

From that far day’in 1876 to 
this good day, I have never miss- 
ed the paper from my life. Mother 
read it to me until I could read 
for myself. When I was in the 
hospital last winter, my wife came 
daily and read it to me.

Supporting Governor Arnall’s 
position on the question tonight 
was Representative Randolph, 
while Representative Emanuel 
Celler, of New York, chairman of 
the judiciary subcommittee m 
charge of the house hearings, and 
Professor Alonzo F. Myers, of 
New York University’s School of 
Education, were aligned in the op- 
position. 

Government Needs Candor. 

“The foremost reason for grant- 
ing the franchise to younger vot- 
ers is this,” Governor Arnall told 
a nation-wide radio audience: 
“Government needs the idéalism, 
the candor, the zeal and unselfish- 
ness of these young people’s in- 
fluence in public affairs. More is 
needed of the ‘starry-eyed’ enthu- 
siasm of youth. 

“These young people need the 


training that participation in gov- 


ernment can give. We recognize 
progressive training in office-hold- 
ing by providing various age ‘lev- 
els for office holding. The sooner 
that those capable of understand- 
ing issues participate in settling 
them, the better citizens and the 
wiser voters they will be.” 

Prior. to taking part .in the 
broadcast, Governor Arnall, who 
was accompanied to Washington 
by Democratic State Chairman 
Lon Duckworth,. was the honor 
guest at a luncheon given at the 
capital by Senator George, of 
‘Georgia. 

Party Leaders Present. 

In addition to Chairman Duck- 
worth, others present included 
Postmaster General Frank Walk- 
er, the national party chairman; 
Ambrose O’Connell, executive di- 
rector of the Democratic national 
committee, and several other sen- 
ators. 

Senator Richard B. Russell was 
called to the White House for a 
conference with President Roose- 
velt at the luncheon hour, so was 
unable to be present.

‘Roosevelt Cites Africa 


As Model Rejuvenation 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—(?)— 
President Roosevelt cited return- 
ing prosperity in North Africa to- 
day as an example of what may 
be expected in all the Nazi-occu- 
pied lands once the Allies have 
driven out the oppressors. 


North Africa was pretty well 
bled white at the time he went 
there for the Casablanca confer- 
ence, Mr. Roosevelt told his news 
conference, but now is producing 
just about all its own food needs, 
supplying some food to British 
and American forces, and accumu- 
lating supplies for use during and 
afteg the liberation of France. 

This shows how we are treating 
the lands which we take over, he 
said; and points to what will be 
done in Sicily, Italy and else- 
where. Sicily alsé was bled white, 
he remarked, by the Nazis who 
took about five-eighth of all pro- 
duce. Now, he said, Sicilian farm- 
ers have the general feeling that 
they will be allowed to retain 100 
per cent of what they grow.

While Lewis will not attend the 
White House meeting, the group 
will include representatives of the 
railroad brotherhoods who have 
been talking about a strike in pro- 
test against rejection of their 
wage demands.

‘al institutions will face in the 
postwar period, Howard Mumford 
Jones, dean of the Graduate 
School of Arts and Sciences at 
Harvard University, favors the 
admission of qualified men and 


women from the armed services 
into the graduate schools and col- 
leges without the prerequisite of a 
bachelor’s degree. 

| He so urged yesterday in an 
address on “Postwar Planning for 
| the Graduate Schools” at the sev- 
'enteenth annual meeting of the 
‘Conference of Deans of Southern 
Graduate Schools. This conference 
took place at the Atlanta Biltmore 
hotel and deans from colleges in 
all the southern states participat- 
ed in it. | 

Dean Jones, after referring to 
the war necessities which had 
sidetracked the normal graduate- 
school program, said that such 
schools must speedily resume 
their work after the war. 

Suggested Program. 

In order to speed up the proc- 
ess, a committee of which Dean 
Jones is a member has urged 
upon the President a postwar edu- 
cational program. The new grad- 
uate training will become avail- 
able, under governmental spon- 
sorship, to men and women who 
were called into the armed serv- 
ices at the end of their junior 
year, and who “by reason of their 
military training and experience, 
as shown by appropriate tests, are | 
found likely to profit from grad: | aih'tn'sellaty. "ry Mt todny lady.) |

The President has warmly ap-) 
proved of this program. But some 
of the deans and some of the col-| 
leges and universities of the coun-' 
try have registered opposition to) 
it.

Second, because such pa- 
tients, once so inoculated by a phy- 
sician, especially if he be a “spe 
cialist” or the head man in a well 
advertised “clinic,” are likely to 
have little or no further truck 
with doctors, at least not with 
ordinary doctors, and coast along 
feeling sorry for themselves and 
their poor “nerves”’—a frame of 
mind which readily carries them 
into Class B. 


It is not entirely due to the in- 
competence or indifference of the 
physician first consulted that a 
neurotic gravitates to Class B. 
Two other factors are concerned 
in the production of nervous 
wrecks.“*First, the patient gets the 
idea that he or she knows as much 
or more than the ordinary doctor 
knows about “nerves” and will not 
accept any advice or opinion 
which does not seem to suit his 
or her fancy. Second, there is the 
factor of stinginess—reluctance on 
the part of persons of moderate 
means or even persons of wealth

On War Bonds 


Two federal prisoners, convict- 
ed in Jacksonville and sentenced 
to the Atlanta penitentiary, will 
enter the gray walls of that in- 
stitution, at least with the satis- 
faction of knowing they have con- 
tributed to the nation’s war effort. 
Yesterday, in Jacksonville, they 
bought $8,435 worth of war bonds,
